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U.S. seeks Viet cease-fire

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford says the United States is seeking a 
Vietnam cease-fire that would permit 
evacuation of Americans and large 
numbers of friendly South Vietnamese. 
Without a cease-fire or the approval 
for the evacuation by both North and 
South Vietnamese, it could take “a 
sizable U.S. military commitment” to 
evacuate “those South Vietnamese that 
we feel a special obligation to,” Ford 
said in an interview Monday night on 
the CBS radio and television networks. 
Many congressmen have said they 
fear such a step could lead to U.S. 
reinvolvement in the Vietnam war. A 
$200-million package of evacuation and 
humanitarian aid funds, which the 
Senate is considering today, would 
restrict U.S. authority to withdraw 
Vietnamese. 
A parallel measure approved by the 
House International Relations Comm- 
mittee, however, would give Ford the 
broader authority he seeks. 
In 
addition, 
the 
House 
Appro­ 
priations Committee became the first 
congressional panel to heed Ford’s 
pleas for more arms aid when it voted 
Monday for $165 million in arms and a 
like amount for humanitarian aid. 
The vote came after Army Chief of 
Staff Frederick C. Weyand told the 
panel that South Vietnam is no longer 
militarily defensible but that the aid 
could prevent an abrupt Communist 
takeover.

The congressional failure to approve

criticized by Ford, who said it provided

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Middle School renovation to be investigated 
Accelerated math program OKd by city board

A proposed 
accelerated 
math 
program which has received strong 
support from the community will be 
initiated next fall in the Washington C. 
H. Middle School, and renovation of the 
Middle School’s home economics 
department will be investigated. Both 
were major items discussed Monday 
night by members of the Washington C. 
H. Board of Education. 
Parents of students who had been 
suggested 
for 
inclusion 
in 
the 
specialized math program had been 
invited to attend a meeting at the 
Middle School during which Maurice 
Pfeifer, school counselor, had ex­ 
plained the proposed program. He 
noted that Washington C. H. graduates 
were having some difficulty in highly 
technical courses in college because of 
deficiencies in the regular math of­ 
ferings. 
Pfeifer also explained the problems 
which the enrolled students might 
encounter. He said some who had 
formerly been outstanding in their 
regular classes might not do as well in 
competition with other pupils who 
excell in mathematics. He warned that 
they might find the adjustment dif­ 
ficult. 
However, following the meeting 
more than 25 parents notified the 
school that their children were in­ 
terested in the program and that they 
approved of their child’s enrollment. 
Since this number indicated to the 
board that there was sufficient interest 
to justify such a class, it was approved.

Homestead tax exemptions 
set for disabled persons 


Any Fayette County resident who has 
been permanently or totally disabled 
for at least 12 months is now eligible for 
homestead tax exemptions. 
According to Fayette County auditor 
Mary Morris, the Disability Homestead 
Act of the amended Ohio House Bill No. 
23 was signed by Ohio Gov. James A. 
Rhodes on April 3 and allows for tax 
reductions of the permanently disabled 
under the same classifications as those 
eligible for homestead exemptions 
after reaching 65 years of age. 
Application for reductions for the tax 
year 1975 must be filed in the county 
auditor’s office on or after May 1 and 
prior to August 1, Mrs. Morris said. 
Under the act, a person who is per­ 
manently or totally disabled is one who 


“has on the first day of January of the 
year of application for 
reduction in 
real estate taxes, some impairment in 
body or mind that makes him unfit to 
work 
at 
any 
substantially 
renumerative employment which he is 
reasonably able to perform and which 
will, 
with 
reasonable 
probability, 
continue for an indefinite period of at 
least 12 months without any present 
indication of recovery there from.” 
Mrs. Morris added that under the 
provisions of the Disability Homestead 
Act, applicants must present a cer­ 
tificate signed by a physician, state or 
federal agency, stating the percentage 
of disability and certifying that person 
as permanently or totally disabled 
before reductions can be classified.

PUCO ineffective, solons told 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A special 
legislative committee studying the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
was told Monday that the utility regu­ 
lating body is ineffective and uses an 
unjust formula which leads to ex­ 
cessive consumer rates. 
Former Sen. Howard Metzenbaum 
and former PUCO chairman Henry W. 
Eckhart both told the committee that 
the General Assembly should junk the 
present rate making formula. 


Both also said the regulatory body 
should Uke a stricter line with utilities. 
Metzenbaum said the PUCO should 
recognize artificial natural gas shor­ 
tages and excessive profit margins. 
Eckhart said the PUCO erroneously 
sees its role as a middleman between 
the utilities and consumers rather than 
as a consumer advocate. 
Metzenbaum, who was defeated by 
Sen. John Glenn last year, told the 
committee that proposed rate hikes 
Small cars loaded 
with costly options 


DETROIT (AP) — Consumers are 
buying fewer and smaller cars, but 
they’re 
ordering 
more 
optional 
equipment than ever before. 
InsUUation of extra-cost items such 
as air conditioning, power brakes, vinyl 
tops, bigger .engines and power win­ 
dows is setting records despite the 
over-all sales slump, the auto com­ 
panies report. 
“People are buying smaller cars but 
they’re putting more stuff on them,” 
says an analyst at Ford Motor Co. “Hie 
upward trend in options has been going 
on for 20 years, and 1975 is no ex­ 
ception.” 
Adding more options may partially 
defeat the fuel-saving objectives of 
some small car buyers. Air con­ 
ditioning, for example, uses up about 
one-half mile per gallon. And any op­ 
tion adds weight to the car, with a 
corresponding increase in fuel con­ 
sumption. 
The companies say they are selling 
more options partly because more are 
being offered on small cars as well as 
larger models. 


They say they make the options 
available because the consumer wants 
them. But the heavily promoted items 
also boost the auto makers’ profit 
margins, 
traditionally 
lower 
on 
smaller, stripped-down models. 
“Many buyers now want more 
luxurious trim levels and options than 
on their earlier cars,” said Ford Vice 
President John B. Na ugh ton. “They 
are interested in comfort and con­ 
venience, and they are willing to pay 
for it.” 
For example, 94 per cent of all 
Chevrolet Novas sold so far this model 
year were ordered with an optional 
automatic transmission. Last year, 
only 92 per cent had the option. 
Similarly, power steering was or­ 
dered on 95 per cent of this year’s 
Dodge Darts, compared with 93 per 
cent last year. Air conditioning in the 
Ford Torino is up from 84 per cent last 
year to 88 per cent. 
The installation rates of other options 
such as power door locks, AM-FM 
stereo radios and deluxe wheel covers 
also are up from a year ago. 
Thieu starts packing to leave 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
Former President Nguyen Van Thieu 
met with his stressor today to begin 
handing over the reins of the South 
Vietnamese government while his wife 
called the packers to Independence 
Palace to crate her collection of rare 
porcelain jars and vases. 
On the battlefronts, South Viet­ 
namese troops completed their retreat 
from Xuan Loc, 40 miles east of Saigon 
on Highway I, military sources said. 
Heavy fighting was reported on the 
other two major highways leading to 
the capital, Highway 4, the rice road 
from the Mekong Delta, and Route 22, 
the road to Tay Ninh, to the northwest. 
The American evacuation continued 
at a fast pace. About 2,000 Americans 
and an unknown number of Vietnamese 
dependents were reported still in the 
city, but U.S. Air Force planes were 
taking them to the Philippines at the 
rate of about 1,500 a day. 


There was no official word on Thieu’s 
plans. Sources close to the presidential 
palace said a villa near Tan Son Nhut 
Air Base was being prepared for him. 
But there was speculation that he and 
his wife would leave the country soon, 
perhaps for Taiwan, where his brother 
is the South Vietnamese ambassador. 
Thieu’s successor, ailing, 71-year-old 
President Tran Van Huong, arrived at 
the presidential palace at midmorning 
with a cluster of generals and began a 
marathon meeting with Thieu. 
The actual transition of power may 
take some time because Thieu built up 
an intricate power structure that will 
presumably have to be dismantled. 
President Ford in an interview with 
CBS-TV said the U. S. government is 
exploring the possibility of a negotiated 
settlement of the war with a number of 
countries and is trying to get a cease-

leads poll 


NEW YORK (AP) - Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts is the only 
potential 
Democratic 
presidential 
candidate running ahead of President 
Ford in popularity, according to the 
Harris poll. 
Although Kennedy has said he will 
not be a candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination in 1976, he led 
Ford by 50-43 per cent in the survey 
with most of his support coming from 
black voters and persons under 30. 
“This strong support for Kennedy is 
bound to set off speculation that he will 
finally agree to accept the Democratic 
nomination next year,” the Harris 
organization said. 
Two other Democrats were running 
neck-and-neck with the President in 
popularty, the survey showed. Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie of Maine tied 45-45 
with. Ford with the rest undecided, 
while Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington and Ford matched at 44-44. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey of Min­ 
nesota trailed Ford by two per cent at 
47-45; Sen. Lloyd M. Bentsen of Texas 
lagged 47-38, and Rep. Morris K. Udall 
of Arizona trailed, 50-33. 


Meanwhile, a three-judge federal 
court panel in Cleveland declined 
Monday to hear a suit Democrats filed 
in Youngstown in an effort to get what 
they may have considered a friendlier 
court to take jusisdiction. 
U.S. District Court judges Thomas 
Lambros and Ben Green and appellate 
court judge Paul C. Weick declined to 
hear the case, which challenged the 
constitutionality of the redistricting, 
until the common pleas court rules on 
the suit before it.

That will give the newspaper’s at­ 
torneys time to file an appeal on 
grounds that the contempt citations 
issued by Peckinpah violated their con­ 
stitutional rights and the state “shield 
law” under which reporters need not 
disclose confidential sources. 
They were cited in “direct contempt” 
62 times at an earlier hearing for 
refusing to answer questions which 
might have led to the source of three 
articles containing details of a tran­ 
script ordered sealed until trials were 
completed. 
A fourth Bee employe, City Editor 
James Bort, was found in contempt 17 
times Monday, but his sentencing was 
delayed until the hearing resumes on 
Wednesday. 


“Each defendant (in the Bee case) 
says that whatever the sentence, im­ 
position 
is 
detrimental 
to 
their 
freedoms and they never will answer 
those questions,” said Bee attorney 
Philip C. Fullerton. 
Bort elaborated while testifying: 


“The public is entitled to know that 
newsmen in performing their function 
are willing to stand on a principle we 
think is very important to a free press. 
That is the ability to refuse to disclose 
sources when they are confidential in 
nature.”

The secret deal question 


The clouded question whether 
there 
were 
indeed 
secret 
agreements 
between 
Washington 
and Saigon remains unresolved. 
There are persistent reports that 
some sort of deal was made to gain 
South Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu’s acquiescence in the 1973 
peace treaty. Administration denials 
of this have not settled the matter. 
Secretary 
of State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger has repeatedly said that 
there were no secret commitments, 
insisting 
concurrently 
that 
the 
United States does have a moral 
obligation to continue aid to South 
Vietnam. But Kissinger’s remarks, 
and those of White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen, have not 
been wholly satisfying on this score. 
A short time ago Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson created something of an 


uproar in Congress by claiming that 
there existed documentary proof of 
secret agreements, though he was 
unable to produce the documents. 
His charge is given substance by 
Defense 
Secretary 
Jam es 
R. 
Schlesinger’s disclosure that only a 
couple of weeks ago he learned of 
former 
President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon’s correspondence with South 
Vietnamese leaders in 1973. 
This establishes that documents of 
such correspondence — whether or 
not it does in fact involve secret 
agreements of the kind charged — 
are in existence. 
However, the 
disclosure raises further questions. 
One is constrained to ask why 
Schlesinger did not learn of these 
documents-until very recent times 
when the administration was being 
hard pressed on the subject. It is 


understandable that he should not 
have 
known 
of 
the 
Nixon

This is a potent argument being 
pushed by lobbyists for new weapons 
systems. It sounds loud and clear in 
California where cutbacks in aerospace 
contribute to a jobless rate of IO per 
cent or higher. 
The center of the conflict just ahead 
in Congress is the B-l manned bomber. 
Pentagon estimates put the cost for the 
full program of 244 B-ls at $18 billion 
plus. Knowledgeable outsiders put it 
closer to $53 billion when all the 
weaponry and a new tanker fleet plus 
operational costs are included. 
Lobbyists for the prime contractor, 
Rockwell International of Palm Dale, 
Calif., have swarmed over the Capitol 
with 
high-pressure 
salesmanship 
supplemented 
by elaborate 
charts 
showing how many jobs would be lost in 
at least five states if the opposition 
succeeds in cutting back or even killing 
the program entirely. 
With the opposition in Senate and 
House insisting that bombers, even 
bombers flying at twice the speed of 
sound, are obsolete since they would 
arrive at a war five hours after it was 
over, the job argument is heavily relied 
on. Intercontinental ballistic missiles 
would have been there before the B-ls 
could drop a bomb or fire a cannon. 
In the present state of the economy 
the guns-or-jobs choice puts the debate 
over these fantastic new weapons with 
their fantastic price tags in a new 
context. 
Tile Marxist thesis is that capitalism 
can only survive through wars or in 
preparation for war. Karl Marx, that 
gloomy philosopher who spent so much 
of his life raking over history in the 
British Museum, could hardly have 
envisoned the B-l and the new Trident 
submarine. 
But if these new weapons are not in 
preparation for an eventual war — to 
keep the peace is 
the Pentagon 
rationale — then they are the most 
costly museum pieces the mind of man 
could devise. 
The issue to be fought out is whether, 
in refutation of the Marxist thesis, the 
huge sums to be spent on the new 
weapons, which are overkill by many 
times, could not be transferred to 
needy public enterprises producing far 
more employment. 
According to the Rockwell charts, the 
B-l will create 192,000 jobs at the peak 
of production. This includes persons 
directly employed in building the 
bomber and the butcher and the baker, 
as Rockwell puts it, in support of those 
on the assembly line. 
But the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
has developed estimates to show that 
other forms of publicly supported 
employment can produce a higher 
ration of jobs. The Bureau’s estimate is 
that $1 billion spent on private defense 
contracts creates 51,952 jobs. 
For 
public housing and VA health care, to 
take two examples, the estimates are 
60,126 and 88,955. 
If the figure for the current fiscal 
year is included, the Pentagon has 
already spent $2 billion-plus on the B l. 
For the next fiscal year a total of $749 
million is sought, of which $672 million 
is research and development and $77 
million a start on building the first 
plane. For 1977, Secretary of Defense 
Jam es Schlesinger has indicated the 
request will be $1.65 billion. 
Rep. Les Aspin, D., Wis., one of the 
most hard-hitting critics of the defense 
budget, has called the B-l bomber a 
flying pork barrel. At the end of his 
address on the state of the world, 
President Ford gave it as his con­ 
sidered judgment that any significant 
reduction or revision of the defense 
budget would endanger our national 
security and thus jeopardize the peace. 
For the Air Force the new manned 
bomber is the continuing promise of the 
wild blue yonder. There is no surrender 
to the technology of the ICBM that can 
deliver total destruction in 20 minutes. 
Nor does it m atter that the Soviet 
Union has virtually abandoned the 
bomber as a strategic weapon with a 
bomber force all but obsolescent. These 
changes will be rung in infinite variety 
in the debate over whether to go ahead 
with this newest piece of wizardry.

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Ohio Perspective 
Assembly eyes 
consumer bills

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Among 
about five dozen basic consumer- 
oriented bills now floating around 
Ohio’s legislature, a measure that 
would revise the so-called mechanics 
lien law is getting the most attention. 
At least, ifs getting top priority from 
the

Services 
Association, 
an 
Ohio 
State 
Bar 
Association offspring funded by the 
U.S. Office of Economic Opportunity. 
The bill by Rep. John D. Thompson, 
D-15 Cleveland, would change the 
mechanics lien statute to “prevent 
home owners from having to pay twice 
for the cost of home repairs and con­ 
struction,” said John Gilchrist, the 
legal services group’s director. 
Gilchrist said abuses arise when a 
home owner retains a contractor to 
make repairs or build a house and pays 
the contractor when the work is com­ 
pleted. 
Unknown to the owner, the con­ 
tractor may have received materials or 
services from a subcontractor who 
hasn’t been paid. The subcontractor 
may file a mechanics lien against the 
home 
owner, 
who 
may 
be 
held 
responsible under present law. 
Thompson’s bill simply states that a 
contractor’s creditors may not file such 
a lien if the home owner already has 


paid the contractor for the work per­ 
formed. 
Gilchrist singled out 15 pending bills 
seeking 
to 
deal 
with 
consumer 
problems with public utilities. Tliese 
include one that would repeal a statute 
that lets utilities base the value of their 
equipment on present value instead of 
original cost when they apply for rate 
increases. 
Another m easure prohibits utilities 
from passing fuel cost increases along 
to consumers without a public hearing 
before the Public Utilities Commission. 
Still another pending utility measure 
would establish a formula under which 
low volume users, especially the aged 
and low income users, would get re­ 
duced rates. The same measure, by 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, 
also would create incentives for energy 
conservation, Gilchrist said.

Assembly is considering legislation 
concaved .in the Great Depression of 
the 1930s — bills that would set fair 
trade 
prices

Originally enacted to prevent price- 
cutting by big retailers to the disad­ 
vantage of sm aller stores, they now 
“simply guarantee a retailer a certain 
profit on certain products,” the legal 
services group said.

OSU given probe 
grant after tiff 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Two 
members 
of 
the 
Public 
Utilities 
Commission clashed at a meeting of the 
Controlling Board Monday over a 
proposal to have Ohio State University 
help investigate the state’s utility 
problems. 
M ajority Democrats on the board 
prevailed, and by a party line vote of 4- 
3 authorized the commission to enter 
into a $60,000 contract with OSU’s me­ 
chanical engineering department. 
Commissioner David C. Sweet, a 
holdover 
Democrat 
on 
the 
three 
member agency, and Lewis Heckman, 
named chairman late last month by 
GOP Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes, staged a 
20-minute debate on the proposal. 
Sweet, who asked for the contract 
along 
with 
Commissioner 
Sally 
Bloomfield—also a Democrat—said the 
main effort in the OSU research would 
be to evaluate a so-called fuel adjust­ 
ment clause under which the state’s 
utilities are presently permitted to 
operate. 


He pointed out that under the clause, 
utilities may increase their rates to 
consumers by whatever amounts their 
own fuel costs go up, with commission 
approval. 
Sweet said Ohioans paid increases 
during 1974 amounting to $514 m illion 
as a result of utilities invoking the 
adjustment clause. 
Heckman stressed that he, too, was 
concerned about the clause, but felt the 
OSU study would not be “ tim ely.” E sti­ 
mates that even an interim report 
would not be ready until September 
“ convinces me that the study would 
only be academ ic,” he said. 
The PUCO chairman said he has 
heard 
various 
reports 
that 
the 
legislature intends to take action to 
repeal and amend the adjustment 
clause before it adjourns for the year, 
which could be in August or sooner.

Boston and Washington, you’re right, 
says James Loper, president of public 
TV station KCET in Los Angeles 
“ Certainly, KCET would like to see it 
reversed,” he adds, but says it’s 
doubtful this will happen, even though 
his station has gotten some of the 
national program action and is actively 
seeking more. 
He says two main factors are 
responsible for TV production centers 
or stations in the three Eastern cities 
turning out much of our PTV fare. 
One is the production expertise 
they’ve acquired simply by being 
pioneers in public TV, he says. The 
other is geography. They’re closest to 
major sources of corporate and foun­ 
dation underwriting. 
And 
where public 
affairs 
pro­ 
gramming is concerned, he says, most 
of what affects the nation occurs in 
Washington and most of the nation's 
movers and shakers live in the so­ 
called 4‘Eastern corridor.” 
“ I think most station managers west 
of the Mississippi, or even west of the 
Hudson, probably feel that material 
originating back here does largely 
reflect the Eastern viewpoint,” he says 
of public affairs programming. 
But when you analyze it, he adds, 
“ there isn’t that much that really does 
happen that influences the whole 
national scene outside of New York and 
Washington and perhaps some on4 the 
West Coast.” 
Still, he says, something needs to be 
done about television’s “ two-coast” 
mentality, 
which 
he 
half-jokingly 
theorizes is caused by the speed with 
which jets whisk TV executives from 
coast to coast. 
“ I think one of the great things public 
TV could do in the public affairs area is 
to develop some kind of program that 
would take a sampling of opinion from 
other major centers in the country on a 
regular basis,” he said. 
“ I think a lot of television executives 
in commercial and public TV tend to 
think there’s nothing ‘out there’ other 
than a group of affiliated stations with 
nothing going on.”

Nun joins Gulf Oil Corp. board 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) - Sister 
Jane Scully, a white-haired college 
president who has marched for civil 
rights, believes she'll feel at home on 
Gulf Oil Corp.’s board of directors. 
She is a Roman Catholic nun, the first 
ever nominated for a major industrial 
corporation’s board, and is president of 
Carlow College, which is operated by 
the Sisters of Mercy. 
She thinks she’s the right person to sit 
on the giant oil company’s board, often 
the target of protesters demanding 
policy changes. 
Rail bill 
proposed 
by Taft 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Legislation 
that would reform railway shipping 
rates and streamline abandonment of 
unproductive branch rail lines was in­ 
troduced Monday by Sen. Robert Taft 
Jr., R-Ohio. 
It would also strip rate-making 
authority from the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission. 
“The American consumer is being 
forced to pay the bill, from $4 billion to 
$10 billion a year, for the high shipping 
rates and inefficiency of railway 
operations caused by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission,’’ Taft said. 
Taft introduced the legislation for the 
third consecutive Congress. 
“The record shows that instead of 
preventing 
arbitrary 
and 
dis­ 
criminatory rates for which the ICC 
was created, sometimes the ICC has 
done exactly the opposite,” he said. 
Taft cited as an example the Toledo- 
Lucas County Port Authority which 
showed that shipping costs were about 
one-third to one-half more between To­ 
ledo and regional points compared to 
shipping costs between those points and 
East Coast ports farther away. 


“They needed someone to represent 
those concerns at the board level,” said 
Sister Jane. “I was right under their 
noses. Gulf wanted a hometown girl.” * 
She brings liberal credentials as a 
director of Gulf, a post she assumes 
today. The firm had $18 billion in 
revenues and $1.1 billion in profits last 
year. 
The 57-year-old nun is involved in 
women’s rights, consumerism and self- 
determination for foreign countries. 
These are points on which Gulf has 
been criticized at one time or another. 
Sister Jane participated in the civil 
rights protests of the 1960s. 
“ I put the kids on the buses to Selma 
(Alabama) and then I couldn’t go at the 
last minute,” she said. “ I was bitterly 
disappointed. I wanted to be part of 
that.” 
Later, 
she 
marched 
in 
local 
demonstrations. Once she testified at 
congressional hearings against the 
antiballistic missile system. 


At Gulf’s annual meeting last year, 
the company was criticized for un­ 
deremployment 
of 
women 
and 
minorities. 
Corporate 
officials 
promised to nominate a woman to the 
board. 
Last May, Gulf’s headquarters were 
bombed 
by 
the radical 
Weather 
Underground, which said 
it was 
retaliating for what it called Gulf’s im­ 
perialistic policies in tiny Angola. 
In 1972 she was named Pittsburgh’s 
“Man of the Year” in education. 
As a new Gulf director, she says she 
will begin reviewing the issues which 
face the oil producer, then draw her 
own priorities from that list. 
She says she wants Gulf to “show as 
much concern for people as it does for 
profits.” And she says she is par­ 
ticularly concerned with Gulf’s in­ 
volvement in developing countries, 
such as its interests in Angola. Critics 
contend the native black population 
derives no benefits from Gulf’s oil 
operations there.

What are the most common 
reasons for infertility in men?

Dear Mr. B.: 
In the male, the absence of 
sperm, an inadequate amount 
of sperm, and low mobility of 
sperm are the major reasons 
for infertility.

normalities in development that 
make it impossible for some 
men to produce sperm. In­ 
fections and inflammation of 
the testicles ( “orchitis”) may 
also affect male sterility. 
It is interesting how much 
more frequently the man is 
responsible for infertility than 
is commonly supposed. It is 


estimated that as much as 40 
per cent of infertile marriages 
can be attributed to the 
husband. 
In order to establish the cause 
of infertility, hormone studies 
are made, in addition to 
microscopic studies of the 
sperm. 
Chemical analysis and the 
acidity of the fluid that carries 
the sperm are very significant. 
It takes concentrated study to 
find the cause and correct it, if 
possibilities of fertility are to be 
increased.

Ap­ 
parently West led his fourth 
best heart and East returned his 
fourth best heart. 
In any case, though, you must 
attack diamonds or clubs next, 
and the question is which one. 
In the actual hand, if you play 


the wrong suit, you go down, 
assuming correct defense. But 
if you play the right suit, you 
make the contract 
To illustrate the wrong ap­ 
proach, let’s say you play your 
losing suit, clubs. You lead the 
king, which West ducks, and 
then the jack, which West also 
ducks. 
You are now at the end of your 
tether, for whether you play a 
third club or lead the K-Q of 
diamonds, both ducked by East, 
you wind up with only eight 
tricks. You score two tricks in 
each suit, period. 
But if you attack diamonds 
first, you arrive home clean as a 
whistle. East ducks the K-Q and 
takes the third diamond, but the 
best he can do is return a heart. 
You win and play a low club to 
the eight. As it happens, the 
eight wins the trick and you can 
cash the jack of diamonds, after 
which you revert to clubs. 
Regardless of what happens, 
you finish with nine tricks — 
two # spades, two hearts, three 
diamonds and two clubs. The 
opponents, in the meantime, 
score two hearts, a diamond 
and a club. That is the reward 
you earn for tackling the short 
suit rather than the long suit at 
trick three. 
The short suit is attacked first 
because that is the one that 
guarantees three tricks rather 
than two.

Who’s Pat Hurley? 
Well, if you mean 
Major 
General 
Patrick Jay Hurley, 
then you are talking about the military 
expert who was U.S. Secretary of War 
in the Hoover cabinet. Then Roosevelt 
sent him to U.S.S.R. as his personal 
representative. In 1944 he was ap­ 
pointed ambassador to China. Pat just 
couldn’t buy the sell-out of China to 
Mao so he resigned the^next year. Pat 
started out as an Irish kid working in 
the coal mines and went on to become a 
lawyer, practicing before the U.S. 
supreme court, a representative of the 
Choctaw nation, and an important 
diplomat. But most important, Pat 
Hurley was a fighting Irishman and a 
patriotic American. 
But there’s another fighting Pat 
Hurley. Patrick had a daughter, 
Patricia. Now Patricia Hurley worked 
closely with her dad and she inherited 
the brains that made Pat a top lawyer, 
and the fighting spirit that made her 
dad a major general. 
A few years ago I saw Miss Hurley on 
TV; she was reporting on the situation 
in China. I was impressed. She’s one of 
the most knowledgeable people on 
world affairs and foreign policy I know 
of.

Fair food prices 


said needed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A consumer 
advocate says families have the right 
to expect ample food at the “lowest 
possible price” but that farmers should 
not be asked to operate at financial 
losses to provide it. 
“No, we are not so dumb as to want to 
bankrupt 
farmers,” 
Carole 
T. 
Foreman, executive director of the 
Consumers Federation of America, 
said Monday. 
Instead, there should be a public 
awareness and government action 
concerning middleman profits and to 
control large corporations which seem 
to be getting more interested in 
agriculture and the food business, she 
said. 
Mrs. Foreman said Congress should 
provide $10 million for a full in­ 
vestigation of the food industry by the 
Federal Trade Commission. An FTC 
probe is under way, she said, but it is 
being limited by a lack of funds and an 
insufficient staff. 
The consumer executive spoke at a 
meeting of the Newspaper Farm 
Editors of America. She said there 
should be “vigorous prosecution” of 
antitrust violations by those involved in 
various levels of food production, and 
that Congress needs to enact legislation 
to prohibit large, predominantly non­ 
farm corporations from entering 
agriculture. 
William T. Bagley, chairman of the 
New 
Commodity 
Futures 
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Trading Commission, told the farm 
editors that consumers are “going to 
have an equal voice with the trader” in 
being able to advise the agency. 
Bagley said the commission plans to 
establish a small advisory task force 
representing 
farmers, 
consumers, 
traders and commodity exchanges as 
quickly as possible after the agency 
settles in. 
Congress authorized the commission 
last year to replace the older Com­ 
modity Exchange Authority in the 
Agriculture Department. It was given 
much broader authority to regulate all 
commodity futures operations. 
The new commission officially took 
charge on Monday but had issued a 
series of orders giving commodity 
exchanges and traders provisional 
authority to operate until permanent 
registrations can be arranged.

Congress was that the new commission 
inform farmers of potential benefits of 
hedging their sales on futures markets 
and that a nationwide educational 
program would have a priority. 
The commission chairman said also 
that he would testify before a Senate 
panel later this week on appropriations 
needed to operate his unit next fiscal 
year. An independent agency, the 
commission has virtual 
autonomy 
under law and can speak for itself 
before Congress.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P ) - Hamilton 
County Prosecutor Simon Leis Jr. said 
he will challenge the judge who ac­ 
cepted a guilty plea to aggravated 
murder and set aside the death penalty 
over the protests of the prosecutor. 
Leis charged that Hamilton County

Bettman “does not have the authority” 
to accept a plea bargain in court and 
said he plans to appeal to the 1st Ohio 
District Court of Appeals. 
“What he did,” Leis charged, “is he 
did away with the death penalty.”

Palmore, 18, to life on the aggravated 
murder charge and 7-30 years for ar­ 
med robbery, the terms to run con­ 
currently. 
The charges concerned the Nov. 14, 
1974 slaying of Charles Pomerantz, 17, 
during a robbery of a service station in 
which $188 was taken and the youth 
shot through the head afterward, police 
said. 
The case became an emotional one 
locally after Palmore’s father turned in 
his son. Pomerantz’ classmates at 
Cincinnati Elder High School, and 
school officials, set up a memorial 
scholarship fund in the youth’s honor. 
A second youth, Jerry Jackson, 22, is 
scheduled for trial April 29 in the same 
case.
